Town Council Worries Over Budget 


Meeting Tuesday night in the Coun- 
cil Chambers, the Strathmore Town 
Council was faced with the necessity 
of establishing the tax rate for the 
ensuing year. Estimates had been 
prepared by the finance committee, 
and were carefully examined by all 
members of the council. 

Though it was first thought that the 
combined levy would reach seventy 
four mills, after very careful pruning. 
and inelusion of probable land sales, 
the rate has been cut to sixty-eight. 
Of this the school levy is 28 and the 
town 40. This levy gives a figure of 


$6269.90 for the school, and $8957.00 
for the town’s expenses. 
One of the major reasons for the 


increase was explained jin the fact that 
estimates for last year were based on 
a mistaken basis, and the Town had to 
draw on the reserve for two or three 
thousand dollars. Added to this fact, 
is the rising cost of wages and mat- 
erial. One feature, it was shown, lay 
in the matter of the Town having had 
a policeman for only a few months of 
last year, and the consequent disparity 
in cost between the two years. 

(In checking through a list of ex- 
changes today, The Standard found 
one town of comparable size where the 
current levy is 75 mi'is) 

The by-law establishing this tax 
rate was given first and second vead- 
tusd will be tollowed by a third at 
a later date.

has title. 

Application was made by Mr. Naylor 
for three lots next to B. E. Gray on 
Vifth Street, and approved. 

Following a query as to the charge 
for using the pumphouse in the lake 
for pumping water, it was agreed that 
there should be no charge. 

In view of increasing costs and the 
satisfactory nature of the services 
which have been rendered, it was 
agreed to grant an increase in salary 
to the Town Handyman. 

A report from Hadden and Miles on 
the cost of the revised proposals in 
connection with the water system 
under consideration, showed that econ- 
omies of about $6,000 had been effect- 
ed. It was suggested that the detailed 
report be boiled down to a newspaper 
story, and that it be published for the 
ratepayers, following which a ratepay- 
ers meeting could be called.

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AGRIC. SERVICE 
BOARD NOTES 


The Agricultural Service Board of 


this municipality met recently to give 
| consideration to a special case dealing 


with a Hoary Cress infested field. In 


this instance a departure was made 


from the only recognized and feasible 


control method, of fall rye id cult 
| ation, to planting of Creeping Red Fes 
cue in rows There are some advan 
jtages to thi new suggestion but it 
| could not be practiced by every indiv 
}idual Who has an infestation of this 
|bad weed. In this case the Board 
| studied the method of handling and 
the prospective results, and after care- 
ful consideration a plan was adopted 
land the farmer advised as to practises 
to follow. 

Cultivation was to be done once a 
| week with a row crop tractor and the 
weed growth in the rows of grass were 
to be pulled. It was realized that by 


cultivating once a week at least 80% 
| of the Hoary Cress could be kept from 
growing and the Creeping Red Fescue 
by its root system and tenacity would 
tend to limit growth in the rows. The 
first year would tell the tale, because 
this would be the year of exacting 
work and painstaking effort. 

The second year, grass seed would 
be produced. Fescue produces seed in 
| July and when cutting the grass seed, 
| the Hoary Cress would also be cut and 

thus prevent it from going to seed. 
| The flowers of this weed are not de- 

veloped enough at time of cutting to 
have seed developed. One of our mod- 
ern seed houses in Calgary advised 
{that they have equipment to clean 
|; such weed seeds from Creeping Red 
|Fescue. If the Board permits harvest- 
|'ing of seed from this field the seed 
produced has to pass Dominion Gov- 


ernment Graders before said seed can 
| be marketed. 

The farmer in this instance is very 

willing to co-operate and if by his ef- 
forts a new means of control or even 
eradication is found, the Board and the 
community in general will benefit. 
| However, there are certain  stipula- 
|tions that must be adhered to. For 
| example; if control does not appear 
| effective the scheme will be abandon- 
|ed and the original scheme of fall rye 
| ete., carried out. And again, if the 
| Hoary Cress in the rows becomes too 
thick for hand pulling, that portion of 
the infestation must be destroyed. It 
| must be borne in mind that by growing 
| grass, roots and fibre are added to the 
| soil, and less danger from blowing or 
drifting will result. 

Another reason for planting in rows 

lis to permit many cultivations and 
| get some protection trom the wind. 
It should be remembered that the 
| Fescue will creep and will eventually 
| fill the spaces between the rows, so 
| that in four years a complete sod will 
jresult. Only two crops of Creeping 
Red Fescue seed can be expected from 
| such a planting. Nevertheless, a sod 
|so complete will compete with and 
hold the Hoary Cress in check if it 
does not entirely eliminate it. 

There is evidence of alkali in this 
land, and this is detrimental to grow- 
ing of graincrops. By not cultivating 
the land too deeply, a measure of con- 
trol is gained by preventing seepage 
and depositing of alkali on the sur- 
face of the sod. 

The Board hopes to gain consider- 
able experience from this demonstra- 
tion plot and if successful it can be 
recommended to other farmers who 
are fighting a losing battle with 
Hoary Cress.
